Levin discloses a U-turn signal device for a vehicle including all the 
claimed limitations with respect to the U-turn signal being located at the front and rear 
driver side (front left and rear left); and activated by a button switch (36) located at the 
tip of the turn signal arm (34) (page 1, U 0013 and page 2, U 0015).

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The prior art of Strawn (US 5,663,708), Millsap (US 5,680,100), 
Haddad et al. (US 6,195,001) and Le (US 5,281,950) are cited to show additional 
vehicle U-turn signal system control.
